Over Non-Payment of
Wages.

BLOODSHED IN OHIO,

" Oliver Optic'' Dead--~Postal Clork Arrested--:%
Human Brute, Ete.

SerinarFIELD, Ohlo, March §.—
News has juat reached here of o
whalesale ehooting and lynching in
Bhannon county, which has been
going on since Wednesday tast, but
which had not been known here un-
til lnte last night on account of the
sgcluded situation of the scene.
Wednesday afternoon Willinue Me-
Keg, & member of the firm of Mo
Tigh & Co., of Memphis, who are
building the Currrnt river branohes
of the Gulf rmilread, arrived at
Winona, 125 miles southeast of this
city, to look over the work. The
men have not recelved any pay for
some time, and when MeKee made
his appearance a large crowd of
them demanded the money due.
MeKee refused to  comply untll he
had seen the engineer of the eon-
struction.
Anger carried the men beyonid the
conirol of the bosses, and upon Me-
Kee's refusal, they dragged him
from his carringe to the court yard.
A rope was pliced around his neck
and he was drawn from the ground.
The men allowed him to hang until
he became insensible, Trouble later
ensued between Goeorge Mudden, &
sub-contracter, and John Rucker, o
ble, which ended in the lntter
shooting Madden dead. Madden's
friends then furned thelr attention
to Rucker, who was endeavoring to
make his espape. The angry mob of
laborers with whom Madden was s
favorite, was soon following Rucker
with the avewed Intention of lynch-
ing him. He struckout for the hills,
turning every momentjand firing at
his pursuers, several of whom he
killed.

A flarge portion of the mob kept
up the chase after Rueker, while
some returned to Winona and col-
lecting still more men started oul to
revenge themselves upon the con-
stable's friends. Twoof” them were
caught and lynched by the Infurl-
